Commissioner Stewart told the 
board of the commissioners that the 
county has been trying to enlist the 
aid of the highway ard for two 
years, and that it met with a cool re- 
ception last year. The state highway 
engineer and another highway offi- 
cial have approved the project, but 
the highway board has put it off, he 
said. Thg county’s plan is,to have the 
state furnish the materials while the 
county provides the labor. 

Much Work Laid Out. 

In a statement at the board meet- 
ing, Commissioner Paul 8. Etheridge, 
chairman of the public works com- 
mittee, said that the county had more 
than -enough work laid out to con- 
sume the remainder of the year, and 
that, in view of the financial condi- 
tion of the treasury/ it will be im- 
possible to take on any’ new projects 
except those of an emergency nature.

FRANKFORT, Ky., July 2.—@® 
The Frankfort Chair factory, worked 
by convict labor, was practically de- 
stroyed here late today by fire that 
spread to the shirt factory and threat- 
ened the broom factory.

Convicts inside the reformatory 
walls laughed and joked as they 
watched the smoke roll up after be- 
ing assured that all men had escaped 
from the flames. 

All the buildings inside the wood- 
en stockade are wooden ones with 
tin on the outside. The stockade was 
reported partly destroyed as the 


flames spread. But it was believed 
that all convicts had been gotten in- | 
side the reformatory walls. The re- | 
formatory building is of stone and it | 
was not feared that it would catch | 
fire, but as a precaution a call was 
sent to the Lexington fire department 
for aid. 

The fire was believed to have start- 
ed in the dry kiln department of the 
chair factory. 

Within an hour after’ the fire 
started it was believed to be under 
control with comparatively little loss 
to the shirt factory except for wa- 
ter damage and charred eaves. The 
broom factory was saved. The resi- 
dence of M. G. Sullivan, across. the 
railroad tracks from the stockade, was 
burned, however. 

The chair factory building was val- 
uel at about $50,000. It was owned 
by the state and was practically cov- 
ered by insurance. The equipment and 
supplies in it, valued at “$56, OOO, were 
owned by the Kenney Furniture Com- 
pany and were partly insured. Later 
reports said the fire started in a ref-

School Plan Flayed 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 2.—(UN) 
School administrations which require 
teachers to pursue extension and sum- 
mer school courses periodically came 
in for spirited criticism today in an 
address before the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers, meeting here. 

W. J. Scott, Atlanta, new vice pres- 
ident of the organization, attacked the 
practice as vicious in citing the threats 
of suspended salary to force teachers 
to continue studies. Furthermore, 
Scott declared, “compulsory courses 
contribute little, if anything, to the 
professional growth of teachers.” _ 

His address showed apparent sym- 
pathy with a report of the academic 
freedom committee proposing ‘“‘pro- 
fessional boycott” against institutions 
which dismiss and harass teachers 
without just cause. 

The federal government's failure to 
establish a department of educational 
research was attacked in a fiery ad- 
dress by Miss Selma Borchardt, 
Washington, legislative representa- 
tive of the federation, 

Such a department, proposed in a 
bill now under committee considera- 
tion in both houses of congress, would 
prevent injection of religious issues in 
educational matters, the usurpation of 
educational departments for political 
gain and gain federal financial sup- 
port for educational advancement, 
Miss Borchardt said. 

“That bill has as much chance to 
pass as the Muscle Shoals measure,” 
she lamented. 


TREATY MONEY FLIES 
TO CANADA INDIANS 


OPrawa. Ontario, July 2.—(>)— 
Loaded with $25,000 in currency two 
airplanes were headed into northern 
Ontario today to conclude treaty ne- 
gotiations with Indian tribes. 

The money will be used to pay mem- 
bers of tribes already included in a 
treaty whereby the provincial govern- 
ment took over Indian land and also 
to enter into treaties with Indians 
at Trout lake, Caimex lake, Fort 
Severn and Winisk.

Two Party System 
Seen Endangered 


IOWA CITY, Iowa, July 2.—(UN) 
The trend toward consolidation in the 
daily newspaper field indirectly has 
endangered the two-party system, of 
American government, in the opinion 
of Ernest Gruening, editor of the Port- 
land (Maine) Evening News. 


Gruening discussed the press and 
politics at the seventh annual com- 
monwealth conference of the Univer- 
sity of lowa — night and cited 
the diminishing number of daily news- 
papers as a danger signal for democ- 


, racy. 


Discussing the increasing number of 
mergers, a majority of which he said 
result in Guappestees of the paper 
supporting the democratic party, 
Gruening declared “the effect on the 
= of public opinion is inevit- 
a e.”’ . 

The editor reviewed the newspaper 
situation in several of America’s larg- 
er cities, pointing out that mergers in 
the Chicago field have left the city 
without a democratic newspaper: 
Philadelphia with five newspapers and 
only four ownerships, and Akron and 
Columbus, 9, with no morning papers 
at all though each has a population 
of more than a quarter million. 

As a result Gruening declared, “the 
majority party as an effective threat 
to the majority party virtually does 
not exist.”

Argued as Legal 


NEW YORK, July 2.—(P)—The 
contention that possession of liquor in 
itself is not unlawful was argued be- 
fore a United States commissioner 


Frederic R. Coudert, Sr., prominent 
attorney, appearing for Raymond 
Ackerman, who was arrested in a pro- 
hibition raid on the Hollywood restau- 
rant last April, pointed out that the 
United States supreme court recently 
held that the purchase of intoxicating 
liquor is not unlawful and contended 
that the possession without the in- 
tention to sell, manufacture or trans- 
port could therefore not be unlawful. 

“To tell a man that he may lawfully 
purchase liquor, but that once having 
obtained the possession of it he is com- 
mitting a crime by such possession,” 
he said, “is to turn the law into one 
of those ridiculous farces which would 
have been so admirably exploited by 
Gilbert and Sullivan and to which 
Will Rogers makes such pertinent al- 
lusions. 

“Tf it were true that the mere pos- 
session of liquor. without evidence that 
it was a step in the transportation, 
manufacture or sale, were unlawful, 
then the Volstead act has transcended 
the limits of the constitution and is 
pro tanto unconstitutional.” 

Commissioner O'Neill ruled that 
other authorities had held possession 
of liquor to be prima facie evidence 
of intent to sell and held Ackerman 
in $500 bail for trial. Coudert said 
he was prepared to carry his argument 
to the United States supreme court 
if necessary.

SELF-OUTLAWED RUSSIA. 

The “Iron Man of Russia,” Joseph 
Stalin, communist dictator, has just 
made a seven hours’ speech at Mos- 
cow, filling 37 columns of a news- 
paper, in which he frankly dis- 
cussed the policies of the soviet 
proletariat regime in that country. 

The Stalin theorem is that any 
policy adopted by the governing 
power in Russia, as long as it can 
retain power to govern, is wholly 
a Russian concern with which the 
rest of the world has nothing to do. 
He holds that other nations must 
deal with Russia with the under- 
standing that it is pioneering a new 
order of government, the ultra op- 
‘posite of that generally prevailing 
order which he calls ‘capitalistic’ 
and oppressive to the workers of 
the world. ° 

Whatever advances have been 
made in Russia have been accom- 
panied by measures even more dras- 
tic and individually tyrannous than 
any imposed by the later czaristic 
regimes in Russia. 


It is true enough that what man- 
ner of government the vast ignor- 
ant and illusioned peasantry of that 
country will submit to is their own 
concern, So long as they can be 
made to think collectivism in in- 
dustry and agriculture is better than 
individual independent enterprise, 
they must be left free to pursue 
that philosophy to its logical and 
economic end. If that end shall 
be irrefutable proof that prosperous 
and contented life under commu- 
nistic dictation is better assured 
than it is under other orders of 
civilized and democratic govern- 
ment, well and good for the Rus- 


But when the Russian bolsheviks 
undertake in the midst of their na- 
tional experiments, to agitate their 
unvindicated policy in other and 
peaceable nations, to stir world- 
wide proletariat revolutions, and 
subvert ¢he civilizations and gov- 
ernment order of other people, they 
transgress international rights and 
should be isolated by the other na- 
tions in the interest of their own 
and the general peace of mankind. 
Communism as now illustrated in 
Russia is pagan, cruel, inhuman and 
abominable to all men with sane 
and just minds and objectives. 


THE FARM BOARD VEERS. 
There is a spreading suspicion 
among farm-belt congressmen, 


“ growing out of their correspondence 


with their constituents, that the 
federal farm board will not be able 
to solve the problems that weigh 
upon agriculture at large and to 
stabilize that vast basic industry. 
It already appears that the effort 
of the board to peg the price of 
wheat has been a total failure. It 
went into the market and bought 
some 75,000,000 bushels, or made 
loans on a large moiety of that vol- 
ume, at prices ranging from $1.12 
to $1.25 per bushel. But wheat 
went right on down until now it is 
around 90 cents per bushel, with 
the board holding its wheat at the 
consequent loss to its funds. Any 
hope that it can recover that loss 
is denied by the state of the wheat 


_erops and markets of the world. 


The board has tried, within the 
Scope of its powers, to save the 
livestock and the cotton markets, 
through financing co-operative mar- 
keting organizations in those indus- 
tries, but the mass of those par- 
ticular producers have failed to co- 
operate on the lines put forth by 
the board. The results are dis- 
tressingly lower prices for livestock 
and cotton. Why? Because the 
people are economizing drastically

They are going out among 
the farmers to preach the old gos- 
pel of supply and demand, and that 
Salvation for agriculture depends 
upon “balanced production.” ' The 
Slogan is “reduction of acreage,” 
with that remedy dependent wholly 
upon the common sense _and self- 
preserving passion of the dirt farm-

tion. 


THE CITY’S LIBRARY NEEDS. 

The larger scope that educational 
Systems have taken on in recent 
years, including increased matricu- 
lations in and graduations from high 
schools, colleges and universities, is 
reflected in greater demands every- 
where upon the facilities of public 
libraries. 


A strong development of the age 
is preparation for the many spe- 
cialized vocations which modern 
Science and industrial and business 
Organization have opened to the 
educated man and woman, That 
stimulates the necessity of such per- 
sons keeping up with the literature 
and technical improvements of their 
callings. Most of them, for eco- 
nomic reasons, must rely upon pub- 
lic libraries. The costs of maga- 
zines and books for their purposes 
are obviously prohibitive in, per- 
haps, 90 per cent of their cases, 
but a well directed public library is 
the collective agency for such peri- 
odicals and up-to-date volumes, and 
hence the increasing pressure upon 
them to satisfy the needs of their 
constituencies, : 


Among all the public services ren- 
dered by cities, counties and states 
Scarcely any can now be held su- 
perior in utility and economic profit 
to the public library, with its 
branches and distributive methods. 
In all growing communities where 
industries of every local resource 
and markets are expanding, and 
where science .and inventions are 
continually changing processes and 
mechanisms, managers and workers 
with ambition are more and more 
dependent upon libraries. 


The city of Atlanta is one of the 
American communities that has 
proven the benefits that an expertly 
conducted public library confers 
upon its professional, industrial and 
culture-seeking citizens. The his- 
tory and records of the Carnegie 
library in this city show its con- 
stantly progressive usefulness. In 
spite of its limited content and 
facilities, due wholly to inadequate 
appropriations, it has obtained an 
outstanding fame in the library 
world of America as a model of 
management and efficiency. 

But Atlanta is growing in popula- 
tion steadily. Her men and women 
engaged in the activities of her eco- 
nomic life are of unusual intelli- 
gence, skill and ambition. They need 
and deserve the facilities of a public 
library so equipped and accessible 
as to enable them to keep their 
knowledge abreast of the advance- 
mentSgmaking in their varied voca- 
tions, Therefore, it should impress 
all progressive citizens that their 
public library should be held as a 
paramount utility of the civic gov- 
ernment. They should insist upon 
it having a full and generous place 
in annual municipal agenda and the 
appropriations for its support should 
keep it fully up to the increasing 
requirements of the people.

The “Universalist” view is that 
God’s resistless love finally prevails 
over the wickedness and rebellion of 
all His children.

Mercury, 
now, is quite volatile at body tempera- 
ture, and therefore it is readily ab- 
sorbed if kept in contact with the 
warm skin for a while, of course 
through inhalation of the volatilized 
metal. : ‘ 

It seems a rather scurvy trick for 
silk manufacturers to weight their raw 
material with lead just becduse it is 
cheaper than tin, regardless of the dis- 
advantages to the innocent purchaser. 
From the hygienic point of view, how- 
ever, there seems to be no sound ob- 
jection to the practice, that is, unless 
you prefer the unproved theory of skin 
absorption to the sensible, scientific 
view of the question.

Atlanta Employes Go to Ty- 
bee Island for 


Picnic. 


In Atlanta and in 152 other cities 
of the United States veteran employes 
and officials of Crane Company are 
preparing to go to Chicago to help 
celebrate the 75th anniversary of the 
founding of the company and its 
growth from a one-man shop to a 
worldwide organization. 

Up from Sao Paulo, Brazil; over 


from London, England, and Paris,

Three hundred veterans, men with 
25 years or more of service, will at- | 
tend the Chicago celebration.

The event that will thus be cele- 
brated is a characteristic American 
industrial romance. _In 1855 a young 
man of 23 heeded the advice of the 
day—*go west, young man”—and 
migrated from New Jersey to Chicago. 
There, in a corner of his uncle’s lum- 
ber yard, he built a little building 
with his own hands that looked like 
nothing so much as a modified log 
cabin. In it, on July 4, 1855, he 
made his own first castings. The man 
was R. T. Crane, founder of Crane 
Company. 

Now the business that he founded 
employs more than 20,000 people. It 
has nine factories, covering 375 acres 
of land in the United States, Canada, 
Great Britain and France. “It manu-

AIRPORT OPERATORS 
FAGE NEW CITY TAX 


Atlanta Wednesday took its first 
steps to tax aviation when the tax 
committee of council adopted a sched- 
ule of levying a fee of $120 a year on 
aviation sch« Is, $60 a year on air- 
plane agencies and $60 a year on 
airplane transportation companies. 

The new schedule adopted by the 
committee will go to council mg 
for approval and in the interim J. 
Henson Tatum, city clerk, was in- 
structed to take steps to collect the 
schedule as approved by the com- 
mittee, * 

Other features of the revised sched- 
ule include failure of the committee 
to recommend a reduction from the 
$300 license fee charged ice delivery 
companies where 25 or more wagons 
are onerated: $30 a year for antique 
dealers; $300 a year fwr finance 
corporations and individuals maxing 
loans; $120 a year for Tom Thum 
golf courses, and striking a provision 
from the tax ordinance which required 
building and loan companies to re- 
turn stock of those companies at their 
market 5 nel banks are required 
to do. Under’ the revised plan, the 
stockholders would pay the only tax 
on the stock. 

Natatoriums or swimming pools will 
pay a license of $50 a year under the 
revised schedule; license of obstetrical 
sanitariums was increased from S30 
to $60 a year; dog peddlers will pay 
$50 annually; phonograph and radio 
dealers will ~ay from $50 to $100 
annually depending on the volume of 
business done; peddlers of football 
colors, etc., were given a reduction of 
from $12 a month to $6.

BERLIN, July 2.—()—Nine per- 
sons were injured today when several 
thousand fascists and communists en- 
gaged in a violent windup of evacua- 
tion festivities in Berlin and several 
Rhineland towns. 

More than 100 arrests were made.

Police broke up these roving bands, 
belaboring them severely and taking 
40 individuals into custody.

It is the same in tennis, boxing and 
all other games, except here there is 
only one opponent to beat. In an 
open golf tournament, there is the 
field to beat, as there is on the track. 

So to be the best medal play golfer 
in the world is to carry nerve and 
«kill to its highest point. It means 
not always to keep out of trouble, 
but to get out of trouble; not to 
never miss a short putt, but to roll 
the Jong ones down when the situation 
demands it. Because he does his 
stuff in the pinch, Bobby Jones is a 
champion. He .is one of the most 
pophlar of champions, because he is 
also a sportsman. 

TEAM SPORTS. 

Rowing is one of the greatest of 
team sports. There can be no great 
star in a crew; no: Ruth, Tilden, 
Dempsey, or Jones. If one oarsman 
were a lot better and stronger than 
the others, he would destroy the 

‘rhythm of the stroke. The coxswain 
would have to work hard to keep the 
shell straight.
